Chicago, January 10.—Living as fa- 
ther and daughter, Roberta Buist de 
Janon, the l7-year-old Philadelphia 
heiress, and Frederico Cohen, waiter 
at the Bellevue-Stratford Hote!, who 
eloped December 29 ffom Philadelphia, 
and for whom a world-wide search 
was instituted. were found and arrest- 
ed here late today. 

They were discovered by detectives 
in a rooming house at 68 West Su- 
nerior street, on the north side of the | 
city. “When poliéemen § entered the 
house, Miss de Janon was playing with 
her pet dog, which she took with her 
in her sensational disappearance with 
Cohen, who is 46 years old, and a mar- 
ried man. Cohen was seated in an  ad- 
jMining room, reading. 


The Girl Wept Bitterly. 

At the Chicago Avenue police sta- 
tlon Cohen admitted his identity, and 
Miss de Janon, sobbing bitterly, plead- 
ed with the authorities to restore her 
to her parents. 

Cohen revealed to the Officers the 
story of his flight with the girl from 
Philadelphia, a flight extending for 
thousand of miles through the United 
States and Canada. and in which a 
trip to England was interrupted at 
Halifax because the steamship offi- 
clals would not permit the presence of 
Miss de Janon’s pet dog on the vessel. 

At least that was © ‘ohen'’s explana- 
tion of the abandonnrent of the sea 
voyage, which began at St. John, New 
Brunswick, but the police baileve he 
planned to leave the boat at Halifax 
in order to elude detectives. 

Cohen and Miss de Janon arrived 
here Thursday and rented a room in 
a boarding house owned by Mrs. Frank 
Perrin. Cohen introduced the girl as 
his daughter, Alice. He identified him- 
self as Robert King, and said he was 
a barber and he had fust arrived from 
Montreal in search of work. 


Money All Gone. 

The girl, when questioned by. the 
officers at the police station after she 
had admitted her identity, Stated that 
she and Cohen had reached Chicago 
with but $1.60 between them, ehd that 
she gave Cohen a bracelet and neek- 
lace, which he pawned in order to 
Procure money to live on

Sensational Slump Both on the 
New Orleans and New York 
Eychanges, 


TERRIFIC HAMMERING 
ALMOST CAUSED PANIC 


Many Holders of Cotton Closed 
Out Because They Failed to 
Put Up Margins --- Over One 
Million Five Hundred Thou- 
sand Bales Were Traded In 
on New York Exchange. 


New Orleans, January 10.—One of 
the wildest days of trading that was 
ever recorded on the New Orleans cot- 
ton exchange was noted today, follow- 
ing the census bureau’s report on the 
amount of cotton ginned up to January 
1. This report was regarded as decided- 
ly bullish, and the first tendency of 
the market was to go up. The active 
deliveries first advanced $1 a bale, and 
then under an avalanche of selling or- 
ders, which increased rapidly in vol- 
ume, slumped off, and finally broke 
$2.59 a bale. Partial recoveries were 
made on prefit-taking by shorts, but 
the market was unable to withstand 
the terrific hammering of the bears, 
and at one time went as low as 116 
points below the high levels of the 


day. The close showed the old crop po- 
sitions 80 to $1 points below _last 


to $4.50 a bale. } 
When the census report was received 
and it was announced that 9,646, 36. | 
bales had been ginned, against 12,465,- 
298 last year, the market shot upward, 
in a most 
sensational manner immediately after 
the first call. Before the first half hour 
of trading was over, prices were 650 
points down from the top, cent a 
pound, or $2.50 a bale. 
Due to Heavy Selling. 
This break was caused by 
selling through commission houses 
generally. The May option first ad- 
vanced 20 points over last week's clos- 
ens. going to 16.41. From this level 
there was an almost perpendicular 
drop to 15.88, a difference of 53 points. 
Around the middle of the morning 
the market recovered somewhat, and 
May rose to 16.09, but toward noon 
another period of weakgess set in, and 
May fell off again, standing at noon 
at 61.91. The May option represented 
the general course of the old crop 
market.. The market was extremely 
weak during the session, breaking to a 
level 109 to 116 points below the high; 
est prices of the day. Only slight re- 
coveries were noted before the close. 
Prominent southern bulls admitted 
that liquidation by longs was paftly 
responsible for the break, but aiso de- 
clared that the extrema lengths to 
which the declines were carried were 
due to bearish manipulation of the 
same character that was so much in 
evidence last week, when prominent 
northern and British spot and spinning 
interests were charged with being in a 
combination to force a lower market 
in raw cotton,

fects of Miss de Janon were examined 
tenight forty-two letters were found. 
Forty of them were written to Cohen 
and two to her father, one on January 
8 and the other on January 5. In the 
former she said: 

“This is to certify that I, Roberta 
de Jamon, have left my home at the 
Bellevue-Stratford, in Philadelphia, of 
My own accord; and*I alsq acknowl- 
efgwe that I asked Fred Cohen to take 
me with him, and after refusing sev- 
eral times, he finally consented ‘to take 
me as his daughter. Today is the sixth 
day since leaving home, and Fred has 
treated me just as if I was his own 
daughter. This will exonerate Fred 
Cohen from any blame whatsoever, as 
it was | who begged him to take me 
away.” , 

In her letter of January 5 she wrote: 

“It ig mow eight days since I ieft 
home and I am writing this of my own 
free will in case we should get caught, 
for I will’ very probably end my life. 
If that occurs I want to free Fred 
Cohen from any blame. Every day 
since we left Philadelphia he has re, 

atedly requested me to go home, but 

have positively refused to do. that, 
and told him I would kill myself if

SPECTATORS THRILLED 
BY FLYING FRENCHMAR 


Twenty Thousand Spectators 

Cheer Three Spectacular 
Flights Made by Paulhan. 
The Meet Was. Opened 
by Glenn Curtiss in‘a New 
Monoplane. 


Aviation Field; Los -Amgéles, Cal., 
January 10.—Making a sudden and: ara - 
matic appearance while the 20,000 syec- 
tators were watching® the slow fight 
of two dirigible balloons at Aviation 
park this afternoon, “Louis Paulhan 
threw the great throng into a frenzy 
of enthuSiasm by a spectacular. flight 
in a Farman biplane. 

This, the first day of the aviation 
meet, Was given over to preliminary 
trials and flights to give aeronauts and 
aviators a chance to shake down their 
machines. Curtiss had given an ex- 
hibition in a new and untried ma- 
chine. in which later Clifford Harmon 
made the same short fiilghts. Chaples 
E. Willard. in the Curtiss No. 1, had 
also made a successful flight, and sev- 
eral times Roy Knabenshue and Lin- 
coln Beachey had ascended in two 
small dirigibles and maneuvered their 
craft, but nothing to thrill the crowd 
occurred until Paulhan swept into 
view. PWT A tl

Beachey and Knabenshue were pi- 
loting their dirigibles around the 
course when the daring Frenchman 
appeared suddenly out of a gulley hid- 
den from the view of the grand stand, 
circled the course three times, went 
out across country, came back over 
the grand stand and alighted in the 
center of the field. 

In two later flights he gave a re- 
markable exhibition of control over 
his machine, gracefully «making sharp 
turns and dipping almost to the 
ground. 

Pulhan was given a demonstration 
such as is seldom witnessed at a public 
gathering. Men shouted’ = themselves 
hoarse, while women cheered and 
waved handkerchiefs. Pulhan, elated 
by the furore he had created, 
gaily into his tent. 


Curtiss Opens the Meet. 


Promptly at 1 o'clock, Glen H., 
Curtiss was upon the starting stretch 
to open the international meet with a 
hristening flight for a new monoplane 
that had never been used. Leaving the 
ground in front of the grand stand the 
craft rose gently with a rise in the 
ground to the west, made a short flight 
up the course, returned and alighted at 
the starting point. The distance, esti- 
mated by the judges at % of a mile, 
was covered in. 28:03 seconds, the 
greatest height reached being 50 feet. 
The machine was under perfect con- 
trol and the American was accorded 
a thunder of cheers. 

Next Charles F. Willard appeared in 
his Curtisg aeroplane No. 1 and after 
a short preliminary ffight, attempted 
to circle the official course, which is 
a trifle more than a ‘mile anda half 
in length.

He had been 
paid damages by the railroad, and in- 
tended to buy ean automobile. He was 
taking his first outing, having the Lo- 
comobile demonstrated for him, when 
sent to his death. He was a son of 
Mr. and Mrs. M. P. Garner, of 16 
Peachtree place, and the only grand- 
son of Major J. L. McCollum, superin.- 
tendent of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad.

Washington, January 10.—The al- 
ready broad breach between the “or- 
ganization” of the house of representa- 
tives and the republican insurgents was 
widened perceptibly today.

ization. Much secrecy was observed 
among them.

Caucus to Be Invoked. 

It became known today that the party 
caucus would be invoked against the 
insurgents, and on every occasion when 
there are differences between the re- 
publican members, insurgents will be 
made to follow the program or be 
forced out of the pale of the party. 
The announcement did not disconcert 
the recalcitrant representatives. They 
were free in their expressed opinion 
that no compulsory measures would 
avail anything to the organization. If 
the test of regularity lies in following 
the “machine,” as several denominated 
it, they say they preferred to be irregu- 
lar. 

The joint republican caucus Wednes- 
day night is not expected to bring the 
present state of affairs to a focus, as 
it is not thought anything will be con- 
sidered there excepting the election of 
a new congressional committee.

Washington, January 10.—Negotia- 
tions have. begwun looking to a settle- 
ment out of court of the government's 
suit for the dissolution of the merger 
of ine so-called Harriman lines, brought 
ur‘er the »rovistons of the Sherman 

: 7 " kumors of such negotia- 
tic... have been current for some time. 
Today they took concrete form at a 
conference at the white house, granted 
by President Taft at the solicitation of 
the railroad officials. 

It can be stated authoritatively that 
no decision of any sort was reached. It 
was said that today’s conference was 
the first of a series of meetings’ which 
are to be held for the purpose of de- 
termining upon what ground, if any, 
the representatives of the Harriman 
lines and the government can meet 
for an adjustment of the situation. 

President Taft has given no intima- 
tion as to what his attitude will be, 
and his final determination in the mat- 
ter, it is said, will depend largely 
upon the proposition the railroads have 
to make looking toward a compltance 
with the anti-trust law. 

Evils Must Be Corrected. 

The case will not be dropped, 
gaid, except on such terms as will look 
to a correction of the evils complained 
of in the government suif, or unless 
the government can be shown com- 
pletely in error. 

Today's conference was attended by 
Judge Robert S. Lovett, president of 
the Union Pacific and allied Harriman 
lines; Attorney General Wickersham, 
Frank B. Kellogg, “trust buster’ and 
special attorney for the United States 
in the case against the railroads, and 
former Senator John C. Spooner and 
Maxwell Everts, of New York, attor- 
meys for the Harriman lines. 

The conference lasted from 
after 3 untl 7 p. m. None of 
the members of the _ railroad party 
would discuss the matter in any way. 

Attorney General Wickersham has 
taken no definite position tn the matter 
as yet. He went into the conference 
today open-minded, for up to this time 
he has not been called upon to deal 
with the suit in any way. No time was 
fixed for a resumption of the confer- 
ence, but it probably will be within a 
few days. 

History of the Suit. 

The suit against the Harriman lines, 
consisting in chief of the Union Pacific, 
the Southern Pacific, the Oregon Short 
Line and the Oregon Railroad and Navi- 
gation Company, begun following 
an inquiry before the interstate com- 
merce commission. [t was during these 
hearings that the enormous stockhold- 
ings of the Harriman lines in other 
railroads first came to general public 
attention. Mr. Harriman himself ap- 
peared before the commission, and was 
on the witness stand for several days. 
Mr. Harriman declined to answer a 
mumber of questions put to him, and 
the matter had to be taken to the 
United States cireuit court for de- 
termination.

‘Tt Is Introduced in House 
by Townsend. 


Bill Provides for Special Court 
to Try Suits Growing Out of 
Orders of Commerce Commis- 
sion---Provision Also Made to 
Stop Stock Watering. 


Washington, January 10.—Repre- 
sentative Townsend introduced in the 
house this aftérnoon the bill embody- 
ing the recommendations outlined in 
the special message of President Taft 
for amendments to the interstate com- 
merece law. 

It provides, among other things, for 
a special court, composed of five fed- 
eral circuit judges, to have exclusive 
original jurisdiction over matters 
growing out of orders of the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

Personnel of Court. 

This court is to be composed of five 
circult judges, who shall serve by as- 
signment of the chief justice, for a 
term of five years, but no two of the 
judges’ terms will expire at the same 
time, and thus, under all ecircum- 
stances, four of the judges will have 
had several years’ experience with 
these technical questions.

When asked by the police if she still 
held a desire to kill herself, the pent- 
tent Miss de Janon cried bitterly and 
said betwen her sobs: 

“No, I don't want to die now. I 
Want to go back to New York and live 
with papa, or go back to grandfather's 
in Philadelphia I will geo to schoo) 
at Bryn Mawr Or any Other place they 
wayvt to send me. Oh, I am so glad 
vou have found mé.

Cohen told the police that he firat 
met Miss de Janon at the Bellevue- 
Stratford last October, when she came 
there to live with her mother. After 
her mother dled, he said, Miss de Janon 
came to see him frequently, askine for 
advice. She seemed to be melancholy, 
and told him she did not want to go 
away to school. 

On December 29 she bought a cheap 
brown dress, which hung just below 
her knees, and sQme other clothing. 
She let down her hair and hung it in 
two braids to make herself look young- 
er. and he boarded a tratn for New 
York with her. Everywhere they went, 
ne said, they read of their escapade in 
the newspapers. 

“T am sorry for what T have done,” 
said Cohen, “but her pleadings were ir- 
resistible, and T swear I have not harm- 
ed the child.” 


Girl Sele Heiress of Millionaire Buist. 

Philadelphia, January 10.—Roberta 
de Janon, the sole heiress of. her grana- 
father, Robert Buist, a millionaire seed 
this city, disappeared from 
the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel here De- 
cember 29. a few days before her sev- 


enteenth birthday. 


Her father, Ferdinand de Janon, a 
New York stock broker, received sev- 
eral letters from her on that day in 
which she announced that she was 
going to commit suicide by drowning, 
because she could not bear to live 
after the death of her mother.

Chicago, January 10.—Nathaniel Ford 
voore, the son of James Hobart Moore, 
the financier, died of heart disease or 
acute cardiac dilation, according to the 
verdict of the coroner's jury today. 
Moore was found dead yesterday ina 
resort on Dearborn street conducted by 
Victoria Shaw. According to testimony 
riven by the Shaw woman and Pear! 
Moore, who was the first to discover 
that Moore was dead, he died yester- 
fay afternoon, but it was not until 
tarly this morning that the police gave 
but the news. 

Net Killed by Drugs. 

Rumors and theories that Moore.had 
fied from the effects of drugs admin- 
istered while in the Shaw house were 
hot substantiated by the evidence at 
the inquest. The verdict that he died 
of heart disease met the unanimous ap- 
proval of three physicians, who con- 
fucted a post-mortem examination of 
the body at Moore’s home on the Lake 
shore drive. 

Moore had long been a sufferer from 
neart disease, according to W. R. My- 
Katt, a friend, who has taken charge 
of the body. 

“Mr. @loore had been subject. to 
fainting spelis all his life,’ said Mr. 
Mygatt. “On various occasions, while 
driving, he would be seized with a 
fainting attack, and fall from his rig. 
He also collapsed on a number of oc- 
tasions while playing golf.”

AUTO CRASHES INTO POST; 


HOW ACCIDENT OCCURRED 
TOLD BY OCCUPANT OF CAR 


Frank S. Gables, the 21-year-old boy 
who was seated in.the rear seat of the 
fatal car, was carried to the Elkin- 
Goldsmith sanitarium, where it was 
|found that he sustained a severe gash 
on his head, a fractured thumb on his 
right hand and a severely bruised e)- 
bow. , 

When seen at 7 o'clock last night 
Gables was resting easily and spoke 
clearly of the accident. 

“I had gone to the Elkin-Goldsmith 
Sanitarium to s@e Bill Garner. He 
was a close friend of mine, and I had 
understood that he was going to be 
discharged from the hospital, where 
he Had been for some time, suffering 
with his leg. This was a result of 
an accident he had received on the 
Western and Atlantic railway. 

“Bill. was just able to hobble. We 
left the sanitarium at 3:30 o'clock, 
when Bill told me that he was going 
to look at an automobile which he in- 
tended to purchase. We went round 
to W. H. George's office and the Le- 
comobile was sent for. 

“We started out Peachtree road to 
Roswell. W. H. George was at the 
Wheel: his son was seated next to him 
in front; I was seated on the right of 
the rear seat: the other George boy 
and Garner were seated by me.” 

Gables continued by Saying that a 
quick run was made to Roswell. a dis- 


tance of about 22 miles, where they 
turned and started back to town. 

Just as they approached that section 
of Peachtree road known as “Dead 
Man’s curve,” Mr. George noticed an- 
other car in front, filled with ladies, 
and moving much slower than they 
were, ‘ 

It was also seen at the same time 
that a Buckhead electric car was ap- 
proaching. 

Mr. George yelled to:the car in front 
to give way to the right so that they 
cOuld pass, but evidentiv they did not 
hear, for the car in front continued 
Straight ahead. 

All the while the Locomobile was 
approaching at a high rate of speed. 
As it neared the street car, Mr. George 
turned the steering wheel quickly and 
attempted to pass tn between the street 
car and the other automobile. As he 
did the hood of his machine struck 
the car. 

Gabies stated that his brain was 
clouded frem then on. He remembered 
hearing the crash and felt himself g0-

MOTORMAN OF STREET CAR | 
GIVES VIEWS OF ACCIDENT 


ning the Buckhead car No. 320, when 
the automobile ran into it on Peach- 
tree road. made the following state- 
ment to a representative of The Con- 
stitution after the accident: 

“We crossed Peachtree 
took the long grade up to 
crossing at the top of the hill. going 
at an average speed. Our car was one 
of the heavy, double-truck 
as the current out there is weak, 
have to take that grade sliowly. When 
we reached the top of the hill I saw 
an automobile with a top on it and 
several ladies in it coming down the 
right-hand side of the road at a good 
clip.

OTHER CAR DIDN’T STOP 
AFPTER THE SMASH CAME 

At a late hour the occupants of the 
car which that driven by Mr. George 
tried to pass were unknown. There 
were both ladies and gentlemen in the 


car. They did not come back to offer 
and it is assumed that 
they continued to the city, knowing 
nothing of the accident. 

The full details of the tragedy 


as follows: 

A Buckhead trolley car, No. 320, 
driven by Motorman A. W. Hawes and 
carrying a small load of p&ssengers, 
was traveling at a rate of about 6 
miles an hour out Peachtree road. 

An automobile, containing a party of 
ladies and gentlemen, was being driven 
into the eclty on the right side of the 
road. The Locomobile car, containing 
the fated party, was also coming into 
the city directly behind the first auto- 
mobile, and endeavored to pass it by 
turning to the left of the road. The 
first automobile had just been cleared 
when the Locomobile, traveling at a 
high rate of speed, met the trolley car 
directly at Mayson avenue. 

Collided With Great Force. . 


The speeding auto and the trolley 
car collided with terrific force, the five 
occupants of the auto were hurled high 
into the air and were strewn on ghe 
side of the road, while the auto, with 
its high momentum, turned to the right 
of the street car, and turning end over 
end and in every conceivable way, 
landed right side up one hundred yards 
further down the road, directly in front 
of the residence of J. R. Little. 

The scene was frightful and awful, 
The trolley car was stopped almost in- 
stantly by Motorman Hawes, who és- 
caped with severe bruises and cuts 
from the crashing wood, fron and glass. 

The passengers on the car and a few 
other people who were In the vicinity 
at the time, dazed at first by the 
frightful spectacle, gave immediate 
aid to the five crushed and bleeding 
victims. One man, William Garner, 
was found to be killed outright. 

Unfortunate Victims Cared For.

In 
effec’ the court held that the fuel cars 
of other companies were to be counted 
in the quota of each particular mine. 

The decision is regarded by the gov- 
ernment as most important, in that it 
upholds the powers of the commission, 
and it is expected to have an important 
bearing upon the rate cases still to be 
heard by the court. 


Justice White Renders Decision. 

In announcing the decision of the 
court Justice White considered two ob- 
jections to the delegation of power to 
the commission; the first being that no 
such delegation had been made by the 
interstate commerce law in the matter 
of the distribution of company fuel 
cars as a means of prohibiting unjust 
preferences and undue discrimination, 
and the second, that even if such power 
should be delegated the order enjoined 
by the court below was beyond the 
authority conferred by the law. 

The first objection, he sald, rested 
upon the erroneous assumption that 
commerce, in the constitutional sense, 
embraced only shipment in a technical 
sense, and did not, therefore, extend 
to carriers engaged in interstate com- 
merce. 

“It may not be doubted,” he said. 
“that the equipment of a ratlroad 
company engaged in interstate com- 
merce, included in Which are its coal} 
Cars,- are instrurmhents ° of such com- 
merce. From this it necessarily fol- 
lows that such cars are embraced 
within the governmental power of 
regulation, which extends, In time of 
car shortage, to compelling just and 
equitable distribution and the preven- 
tion of an unjust and discriminatory 
one.” 

No Merit in Contention. 

Of the second contention Justice 
White said: 

“The construction which the Iinter- 
state commerce act had necessitated 
and the remedial character of the 
amendment adopted tn 1906 all served 
to establish the want of merit in the 
contention. In addition, to adopt fit 
would require us to hold that con- 
gress, in enlarging the power of the 
commission over rates, had so drafted 
the amendment as to cripple and 
paralyze its power in correcting 
abuses as to preferences and discrimi- 
nat‘onsy which it was the great and 
fundamental purpose of congress to 
further.” 

As originally instituted by the rall- 
‘road company, the courts were asked 
to enjoin the enforcement of the iIn- 
terstate commerce commission's order 
as it referred to the distribution of 
the fuel cars of foreign companies 
and private cars of other shippers, 
as well as the cars employed by the 
initial railroad companies themselves 
in hauling their own fuel. The United 
States circuit court for the northern 
district of [llinois sustained the com- 
mission with reference to the first 
two classes, but granted an injunction

Truck 
gardening along the coast, he said, 
offered splendid rewards, while the 
central portions of the state were as 
well adapted to general farming, 
stock raising and dairying a8 any por- 
tion of the United States. Opportuni- 
ties for the raising of fruit and for 
foresty in the Blue Ridge, he said, 
were excellent. 

“The great advantages held by the 
hill regions and slopes of the Blue 
Ridge for fruit, especially the apple, 
he said, should result in that section 
supplying the European trade with 
enormous products of the orchard.

GIVE EXHIBITION 
OF MONORAIL CAR 
Gyrostatic Machine Viewed by 


America’s Best Known Rail- 
road Engineers. 


New York, January 10.—The first ex- 
hibition in this country of the gyro- 
static monorail car, ranked among the 
wonders of the present century, was 
given today in a Brooklyn rink by 
Richard Scher!l, the young inventor, son 
of the owner of ome of Germany's 
greatest newspapers. 

Some of America's best-known ralil- 
road engineers and (financters were 
present. A single rail track had been 
laid on the floor of the rink in a cir- 
cle with about thirteen laps to’a mile. 

On exhibition, the car, which seats 
four passengers and two operators, 
end which is intended solely for demon- 
stration purposes, worked perfectly. 

Under the car are two gyroscopes, 
each revolving in a vacuum at the 
rate of 8,900 revolutions per minute, 
One operating on a perpendicular axis 
and the other horizontal. These 
gyroscopes are operated by an electric 
current of 110 volts, picked up by 
“shoes” from wires laid on each side 
of the monorail and balance the car.

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Alleged Cotton Exchange 
Men Will Make Fight. 


Fifth’s Congressman Receives 
Letter Telling of Conversa- 
tion in the Lobby of the New 
Willard Hotel---Not Worried 
by Threats.

Washington, January 10.—(Special.) 
Congressman L. F. Livingston has re- 
ceived a letter from John W. Hayes, 
master workman of the Order of 
Knights of Labor, inclosing a letter 
from T. H. Moore, in which the latter 
says he recently overheard a cOnversa- 
tion in the lobby of the New Willard 
between some men, presumably mem- 
bers of the New York cotton exchange, 
in which they threatened to use money 
and influence to defeat certain south- 
ern congressmen who have been active 
in their attacks On that institution and 
its gambling features, and in which 
the name of Colonel Livingston was 
Specifically mentioned 

According to Moore’s letter, the par- 
ties engaged in the conversation re- 
fered to the recent cotton exchange In- 
vestigation by Commissioner of Cor- 
Yorations Herbert Knox Smith, as the 
“work of a gang Of southern congress- 
men who are trying to make good 
with the cotton farmers,” said that 
Congressman Livingston was “a prime 
mover in the game,” and that they 
proposed to bring about his defeat. 

Colonel Livingston stated that he 
had been threatened before, and that 
the report did not worry him. 

“When my resolution demanding an 
Official inquiry was first presented in 
the house I was threatened with prose- 
cution for libel, if I did not withdraw 
it,” he said. “My answer was a re- 
quest for a fraud order denying the 
New York cotton exchange the use of 
the mails. I further offered $500 to 
any fund designated by the exchange 
if the threat was carried out. This 
would have exposed the whole plan of 
operation and methods of the _  ex- 
change to judicial review, but the same 
thing was accomplished by the adop- 
tlon of the resolution.” 

Following publication of the last re- 
port of Commissioner Smith, President 
Taft has ordered the department of 
justice to take cognizance of the dis- 
closures and make an investigation. 
This is now being done.

The quartet were checkers on the 
docks of the sugar company in W'!1- 
liamsburg, where discovery was made 
that the sceles used to weigh sugar 
imports had been tampered with. 

The jury convicted Oliver Spitzer, 
the dock .superintendent and the four 
men senterced today. There was 
disagreement over the case of Jamea 
F. Bendernagel, the cashier of the 
1efircry, one of the defendants. 

Spitzer collapsed in court on Satur- 
Cay, when a motion for a new trial 
for the men was argued, and it was 
found that he would have to undervo 
a slight operation for an intestinal! 
disorder. For this reason Judge Mar- 
tin today céid not pronounce sentence 
on him, but remanded him until Feb- 
ruary l. 

Before sentencing the men today 
the court denied a motion for a new 
trial. 

In sentencing the checkers, Judge 
Martin intimated that he might have 
shown greater leniency if the men had 
appealed to the court “for mercy and 
in a spirit of penitence.” 

“However,” said the cotrt, 
not their position. They challenge the 
verdict; they deny their guilt. They 
take. the position that what they did 
was done voluntarily, without orders 
from higher officers—not that I be- 
lieve that is the fact, but that Is their 
position before the court. Their pres- 
ent attitude compels me to sentence 
them as evildoers from evil motives.” 

Judge Martin denied a‘motion for a 
stay, and the men must at once begin 
serving their terms. It is expected @ 
motion for a stay pending appeal will 
be made for them before the cireuit 
court of appeals. The four checkers 
were taken this afternoon to Black- 
well’s Island to begin serving their 
sentences. Coyle, who fell on the ice 
last week and fractured two ribs, 
probably will undergo treatment in the 
penitentiary hospitai.

most important stbject of discussion at the coming session in Washington 
of the conference on uniform legislation, under the auspices of the National 
Civic Federation. 

" Site state should need to have its attention called to the importance of 
preserving its vital statistics; but strangely enough this is a matter to 
which many state legislatures have proven uniformly and persistently thick- 
hided. : 

The matter could be easily reached in Georgia, for example, by making 
this a part of the duty of the ordinary in each county; providing his office 
with a record and requiring all physicians to make to him prompt report 
of births and deaths. 

In fact, provision for this service would be a matter of somparative ease 
and simplicity, and these records, the absence of which has brought about 
complex, difficult and often insoluble problems, could be kept accessible 
for all time. 

Unfortunately, it is a situation in which it is going to require incessant 
hammering to bring about results. 

The National Civic Federation should not let it go with a simple discus- 
sion, resolutions and adjournment. 

It should provide some means for keeping the agitation exceedingly 
alive: it should put a trip-hammer on the job and endow it with perpetual 
motion. 

That is the only way to get results, and results that are so badly 
needed justify extreme and unremitting effort.

Notably among the features of this knowledge is the fact that white 
flour is not the best flour. 

There was a time.when the price of flour was based almost wholly 
upon its whiteness; the degree of whiteness was the measure of purity. 

Then came pure food legislation and people learned that whiteness 
was not an inherent, but an artificial quality. 

But whiteness of flour made whiteness in bread, and it was hard to 
get away from the belief, indeed, the conviction, that the whiter the bread, Ever see the li 
the better and purer its quality. ‘ | Ever see the li 

Indeed, it is questionable whether further legisletion prohibiting the 
sale of artificially and chemically bleached flour as an unwholesome food 
product has wholly eradicated that belief. 

Whiteness in flour has no value except to please the eye, declares Dr. 
Harvey Wiley, the government's pure food expert anc chemist. Bleached 
flour has practically disappeared in interstate commerce, he says, and in- 
stead of “the whiteness of a corpse,” bread now has that “beautiful delicate 
amber tint that all bread ought to have.” 

So whiteness, it would seem, is destined to disappear, if it has not al- 
ready done so, as a basic quality for the value of flour, and the house- 
keeper must become accustomed gradually to that “beautiful amber tint,” 
which is the new sign and insignia of purity. 

Possibly the Georgia housekeeper is already getting used to the change. 
There has been no white flour—that is, artificially whitened—sold legally 
in Georgia the last six months. The Georgia prohibitory law is the same 
as the national law inhibiting the interstate traffic. 

Still. we have heard no outcry or even forceful objection or 
from the housekeeper. She! has accepted the situation, even to a 20 per 
cent increase in the price along with the change in color, without a murmur. 
It is well to have such strong assurance in breaking away from old be- 
liefs as that which the government officially gives. 

It is a comfort, at least, to know that we are ncw getting the “real 
stuff” in the shape of bread, even though the one-time snow-like beauty 


has departed from it.

LEGAL TRAFFIC PROBLEMS _

BOOKER WASHINGTON’S ATLANTA SPEECH. 


For the first time since the Cotton States and International Exposition, 
Booker T. Washington will on Wednesday evening next address a mixed 
audience in Atlanta. He is to speak at the Auditorium-Armory in behalt 
of the institutional venture of the First Congregational church (colored), 
and arrangements have been perfected to divide the Auditorium so thar 
the races shall be entirely separate. Dr. Len G. Broughton will make an 
address welcoming the white portion of the audience and other prominent 
white Atlantans will be on the program. 

Washington's appearance here at the present time cannot fail to be of 
unusual interest. His doctrine of practical education for the negro has won 
universal recognition and broad application, since his enunciation of it at 
the Atlanta exposition brought him into national prominence. 

It would not be a rash assertion to say that he is today the dominant 
negro individual influence in the country. Customarily sane, sagacious and 
far-seeing in his views and policies, he has done mtch to offset within 
the ranks of his own race the disturbing and unprofitable theories im- 
planted by well-intentioned, but uninformed, northern philanthropy. 

In the specific instance his address is in behalf of an excellently con- 
structive Atlanta movement. H. H. Proctor, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional church, has planned the first negro institutional church in the south- 
ern states, providing the negro with such social outlets and such practical 
industrial influences as are calculated to perceptibly enhance amity and 
cooperation between the races. 

Admission has been placed at a nominal figure, and the Tuskegee: edu- 


cator will doubtless be greeted by a large audience.

Mr. Watkins, a lawyer of well-known

day. I assure you that I am as much 
concerned about the needs of these 
people as your excellency can possibly 
be, and that every effort is being made 
to get ready to make this payment at 
the very earliest day possible. Under 
the law, the pension payrolls are re- 
quired to be certified after the ist day 
of January in each year, The ordina- 
ries have been requested to have in 
this office these payrolls not later than 
the 10th instant, but up to this date 
there have been only eighty counties 
received, and forty-three of these 
found correct.

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AFFECTED THE STOCKS 


Market Was Active in the First 
Hour, but It Shortly Be- 
came Normal. 


New York, January 10.—Speculation 
in stocks halted again today, the deal- 
ings after the activity of the first hour 
running down to nominal proportions. 
The most obvious explanation was the 
retardation in the relaxation of the 
money market, but the supreme court 
decision sustaining the interstate com- 
merce commission increased the weak- 
ness. Call loans touched 6 per cent to- 
day, in spite of the easing tendency 
of the latter part of last week, and 
the greatly strengthened position by 
the banks in the weekly bank state- 
ment after business for last week was 
concluded. The question was suggest- 
ed whether sO many demands had been 
preparing for the expected increase of 
credit facilities after: the first of the 
vear as to more than take up the re- 
sources offering. In foreign money 
markets, the steadying of discounts 
and the sentiment over the money out- 


. look presented much the same condi- 


tions. With the general elections at 
hand in England, and polling to begin 
this week, special requirements con- 
verge On that market in which are 
included the need for government bor- 
rowing and the compensation to the 
Paris money market for advances 
made to London in the autumn. Our 
Own interior money markets report 
no softening of rates. mercantile de- 
mands for credits being wel) main- 
tained. Storm blockades on the rail- 
roads Obstruct deliveries of merchan- 
dies and tie up credits. The loan ac- 
count of interior banks was lifted to 
a high figure at the period of the last 
returns to the comptroller of the cur- 
renecy, by reasOn of large transfers of 
loans from New York banks in No- 
vember, and this constitutes a claim 
on the New York money market on 
behalf of the banks of the rest of the 
country. 

Various financial projects now work- 
ing out make another requiremeny on 
market. For instance, the 
Insurance companies are 
parting with various securities, of 
which they are required to divest 
themselves in’a given period, incltud- 
ing bank and trust company stocks. 
The formation of syndicates and com- 
binations to take these involves the 
employment of large credits. It was

The efforts, of rival factions to ac- 
quire and retain control of the market 
have resulted in a week of strenuous 
activity and record-breaking transac- 
tions in cotton. The struggle over 
whether or not May cotton should 
break through 16 cents will take 
place as one of the most bitter and 
hotly contested in the annals of the 
trade. 

For some time past it has heen an 
Open secret that a group of able and 
poweet ws traders have been waiting for 
he psychological moment to deliver a 
furious attack on prices, which, whether 
rightly or wrongly. they have felt were 
artificially inflated. 

The storm broke on Wednesday last. 
The advance in call money rates had 
depreseed the stock market as well as 
the nervous apprehension of possible 
adverse legislation, heightened by the 
regrettable Rock Islandincident. The 
failure of cotton to continue the up- 
ward movement had given rise to a cer- 
tain distrust in the market and a will- 
ingness to liquidate, which was in- 
creased by the necessity of protecting 
commitments elsewhere. Furthermore, 
there ‘were signs of an overaccumula- 
tion of contracts in a few hands, thus 
offering a definite point of attack. 

Fully aware of these conditions, bearg 
began their operation with more confit- 
dence than for a long time past, and 
with the determination that, cost what 
it might, they would drive prices down 
to a point at which stop loss orders 
would be caught and complete the 
work. Their efforts met with brilliant 
success, and resulted in a break of 100 
points. 

As we read the facts it would be a 
serious mistake to attribute this de-
